Gas Pipes Out of Order. 

When Ward was found dead in his 
gas-filled room Thursday afternoon it 
was believed that he had committed sui- 
cide because of financial reverses. Fur- 
iher investigation showed that he had 
yprofitable investments and -money in 
bank. 

It was learned that on Sept. 29 Ward 
closed his account with the National 
Bank of Commerce and drew out his 
balance of $18,942.15 with a check for 
that amount made payable to the D. R. 
Francis Commission Co. A receipt found 
in his room showed that this check was 
in part payment for $19,000. worth of 
Greene County (Mo.) Courthouse bonds 
bearing 4% per cent interest. There was 
no record that he used any of the money 
in speculation.

Following the report of Autopsy 
Physician Abeken that Mrs. Barbara 
Schmidt, 54 years old, of 1825 South 
Third street, whose body Friday noon 
was found in the river at the foot 
of Sidney styeet, was not drowned 
and her injuries could not have been 
self-inflicted, a Coroner’s inquest into 
the death Saturday was continued 
until the police furnish additional 
evidence. 

Abeken said that the condition of Mrs. 
Schmidt’s lungs made it impossible that 
she was drowned, while injuries found 
on her body indicated that she was mur- 
dered. 

There was a deep cut in the woman’s 
throat, Abeken said, which might have 
been self-inflicted, but the gash on the 
back of the head and the internal in- 
juries found could not have been done 
by her own hand. The jaw was broken, 
the ribs on the right side were crushed, 
the heart was torn loose and the liver 
injured, the physician said.

Wife Disputes Husband’s State- 
ments as to Wedding Date in 
Divorce Hearing. 





“Mrs. Louis Marre denied on the wit- 
ness stand in Judge Allen’s court Satur- 
day that she had negro blood in -her 
veins, as alleged by her husband in his 
suit for an annullment of his marriage 
on that account. 

Mrs. Emily Nash of 6203 Gravois ave- 
nue, the mother of Mrs. Marre, was also 
a witness. She said her mother was a 
Mexican and her father a Kentuckian. 
She denied emphatically that there was 
any negro blood in either her husband's 
family or her own. 

Mrs. Nash told the names of her four 
other married daughters with much re- 
luctance, saying that she did not see 
why she should be forced to mention 
their names as they were not involved 
in the case and the notoriety was very 
unpleasant to them. 

Between Marre and his wife there is 
a difference in regard to the date when 
they were married. She says they went 
to Belleville July 3, 1908, and were mar- 
ried. Marre says they were not married 
until November, 1908, and that he had 
known his wife only two months. 

Mrs. Marre, in contradicting this 
statement, showed a watch she said had 
been given her at Christmas, 1907, by 
Marre. 

In his petition the husband says his 
wife associates with negroes, and on the 
witness stand she admitted having some 
negro friends, one of them being Miss 
Sarah Young, a negro probation officer. 

The mother said that she was 67 years 
and had lived in St. Louis all her 
and as evidence that there was 
no negro blood in-her family, she stated 
that she had attended the Sacred Heart 
Convent for four years.

St. Louis; with nearly one per cent of 
the homicides annually committed in the 
United States, shares in the reproach 
which, it is generally admitted, has been 
rightly plaged on this country because 
of its lax administration of justice. 

The recent summary process of the 
Beattie trial, by its startling swiftness 
and conclusion has placed in 
strong contrast the ordinary murder - 
trial in American courts, with its delays, 
wrangling over juries and flimsy self- 
defense and “‘unwritten law” pleas. 

Circuit Attorney Jones, in an inter- 
view with a Post-Dispatch reporter Sat- 
urday, declared that conditions in St. 
Louis were fully as bad as the average 
in this country. He placed the blame 
on what he termed the public indiffer- 
ence to other people’s troubles. 

“The sons of a murdered man will 
come to the prosecutor demanding ven- 
geance through the law,” said Jones, 
“but those same men, if they sat on a 
jury in some other murder case, would | 
be ready to give the prisoner the bene- 
fit of every pdint raised by his lawyer. 

“As for the death penalty, which has 
not been inflicted here for nearly five 
years, you simply can’t get a jury to 
vote for it any more. The law of 1907, 
which made Hfe imprisonment optional 
with the jury in the first degree murder 
cases, was a step in the wrong direction. 
Instead, the whole matter of punish- 
ment should rest with the judge, as it 
does in England. 

Capital Punishment Unpopular. 

‘Two-thirds of the men examined for 
jury duty in St. Louis say they would 
under no circumstances inflict capital 
punishment. The other third might as 
well say so, for they never do inflict 
it, no matter how aggravated the mur- 
derer’s offense may be. 

‘‘As for Nfe sentences, I would about 
as soon jet a murderer plead guilty and 
take a if-year sentence as to go through 
@ trial in the effort to send him up for 
life, for few men live more than 16 
years in the penitentiary. A 2-year 
sentence means a life term almost as 
surely as does one of 99 years. 

Jurors Accept Ridiculous Pleas. 

“St. Louis jurors-are too ready to ac- 
cept ridiculous pleas of self-defense, 
and they jump ata chance to let a man 
down easily if he hints that the ‘un- 
written law’ had any part in his crime. 


A man doesn’t have to make the ‘un-| 


written law’ plea directly—the juries are 
ready to take a mere suggestion of it. 
Let a man show that the man whom he 
murd boarded at the same house 
with the slayer’s wife, and it is usually 
all that is needed.

Oscar Lawler, special prosecutor for 
the Government, announced today that 
the grand jury which is inquiring into 
the alleged dynamite conspirdcies will 
not convene again until next Tuesday. 

The futility of asking the McNamaras 
to testify in view of emphatic 
declaration that they ‘need not and 
would not divulge what they know of 
the alleged conspiracy, is said to have 
resulted in a plan to take the McNa- 
maras to the State penitentiary today or 
tomorrow. 

Whether their deposition will be taken 
at the State prison after they have 
served a part of the long-sentence is a 
possibility that has been consiiered. 

Scores of witnesses arrived here 
today in response to summonses, of 
which 128 have been issued within 
the last few days.

Danger, Not Assailant. 


TAKEN IN AN AUTOMOBILE 


Victim Was Walking Home From 
School Along Railroad Tracks 
at Edge of Town. 


Allan Anderson, the negro who was 
arrested on suspicion of having at- 
tacked Augusta Elizabeth Sauer, 13 
years Old, near the western limits of 
Kirkwood Friday afternoon, was re- 
leased Saturday afternoon after Miss 
Sauer visited the Clayton jail and 


declared Anderson was not her as- 

satiant. 

_The Sauer girl, in an almost hys- 
. terical condition, went to Clayton 

Saturday accompanied by her mother. 

” After she had looked at the negra 
Suspect the girl said the negro who 
attacked her is younger, thinner, 
smaller and his complexion is more 
yellowish than the prisoner. 

The girl was attacked on her way 
home’ from school. She was walking 

beside the railway tracks, deeply pon- 
dering a problem in algebra, when she 
heard footsteps on the gravel and sud- 
denly was confronted by a negro. He 
seized her and threw her to the ground, 
at the same time flourishing a razor 
and threatening to kill her if she gave 
any .alarm. 

Mar Filed as Women Approached. 
The girl was too badly frightened to 

cry out, but the negro saw the two 
women approaching and fled. 

The girl's clothing was almost torn off 
and she was so ill of nervous shock that 
she could hardly reach her home, half a 
mile west of town. When she told her 
story her mother, who is an invalid, 
. fainted. 

The-child’s father, Martin E. Sauer, 
a musician, did not report the attack 
immediately, as he desired to catch the 
negro if possible without creating a sen- 
sation in the neighborhood. About 6 
p..m., hdWever, an excited young man 
appeared at Wenom’s residence with a 
story of the assault.

to accomplish the recognition of pass- 
ports and fair treatment of American 
Jews in Russia, I certainly will vote for 
the abrogation of that, treaty. 

REPRESENTATIVE WILLIAM  P. 
BORLAND: The time has come for 
the United States to insist that Russia 
accord full and equal dignity to all 
passports issued to American citizens 
without regard to race or religion.” We 
should not tolerate any discrimination 
against the Jewish citizens of this coun- 
try or against any of our citizens. I 
favor the resolution to abrogate that 
treaty unless full faith and credit be 
given to American passports in the 
hands of all law-abiding citizens and 
intend to vote for it if necessary to bring 
about recognition of passports and fair 
treatment of American,sJews. 

REPRESENTATIVE CHARLES F. 
BOOHER: I would much prefer that 
Russia could be induced to regard her 
treaty obligations, but. if: she wi!l not 
do, so with respect to the recognition of 
passports carried by American citizens 
and grant fair treatment to the Ameri- 
can Jews, then I am in favor of abro- 
gating our treaty relations with her. 

REPRESENTATIVE CLEMENT C. 
DICKINSON: Unless recognition of 
their passports and fair treatment of 
American Jews in Russia can be obtain- 
ed by the administration, I will favor 
the abrogation of the treaty between 
the United States and Russia to the 
end that all American citizens shall be 
tredted alike by the Russian Govern- 
men. 

REPRESENTATIVE cC. W. HAM- 
LIN: I am in favor of having all our 
passports recognized not only by Rus- 
sia but by every other “nation, and if 
it is necessary to abrogate our treaty 
with Russia, in order to compel the 
recognition of our passports, I am most 
heartily in favor of doing it. 


REPRESENTATIVE D. W. SHACK- 
LEFORD of Jefferson City: I think 
it igs an outrage that the American Jew 
and other American citizens should be 
discriminated against as they have been 
by Russia. It ought not to be permitted 
to continue. If the Russian Govern- 
ment will not desist, I am in favor of 
breaking off all treaty relations with 
that nation. American passports ought 
to be honored in Russia | as in the rest 
of the world. 

SPEAKER CHAMP CLARK: Sev- 
eral years ago there was a meeting held 
at the Belasco Theater in Washington, to 
protest against Russia’s inhuman treat- 
ment of the Jews. I spoke at that meet- 
ing, and expressed vigorously my indig- 
nation at Russia’s barbarous course. I 
consider her attitude on these questions 
affecting the Jews as utterly incompre- 
hensible. In this present case I am in 
favor of making our passports good all 
over the world. If we cannot do it in 
any other way, let us abrogate the trea- 
ty of 1832 with Russia. I spoke at the 
big mass meeting in New York on the 
6th inefavor of taking vigorous steps to 
bring about this reform. 

RICHARD BARTHOLDT of 5&St, 
Louis: When recently I was invited 





to address a mass meeting in New York | 


called for the purpose of protesting 
against the alleged violation of our trea- 
ty by Russia, I responded that I was in 
full accord with the objects of the meet- 
ing, also that I covld not attend, be- 
cause of previous engagement. Accord- 
ing to the Presiderit’s message there 
seems now to. be a fair prospect of an 
adjustment of these matters without it 
being necessary for us to go to the ex- 
treme of abrogating our treaty. 

REPRESENTATIVE T. E. CATLIN 
of St. Loufs: I am in whole sympa- 
thy with this entire movement to secure 
fair and impartial treatment for Amer- 
ican Jews in Russia. Every Amerjcan 
citizen\is entitled to enjoy the rights 
which belong to him under the laws and 
treaties of the nation, and the American 
Jew is entitled to the same recognition 
of passports and fair treatment that our 
treaty with Russia was intended to S8e- 
cure for every American citizen. 

REPRESENTATIVE L. C. DYER of 
St. Louis: I am in favor of the abro- 
gation of the treaty with Russia by this 
Congress unless the State Department 
is enabled in a very short time to adjust 
satisfactorily to this country the. recog- 
nition of the passports of American 
Jews.

REPRESENTATIVE W. L. HENS- 
LEY of Farmington: I am most 
heartily in favor of abrogating any 
treaty or having passed any law that is 
necessary to afford and guarantee to 
every American citizen, whatever his 
nationality or religion, his rights in ev- 
ery country on the face of God’s green 
earth. There should be no discrimina- 
tion against any nationality or people. 

REPRESENTATIVE JOSEPH J. 
RUSSELL of Charleston: I am in per- 
fect sympathy with the downtrodden 
Jew in Russia and feel that the Russian 
Government has outrageously trampled 
them under foot. While I would not 
want to commit myself in advance to a 
vote to abrogate our treaty with Russia, 
I am of present impression that I would 
favor the abrogation of this treaty un- 
less the Russians desist from their treat- 
ment of American Jews in refusing to 
recog” ize the passports. 

F. ‘’RESENTATIVE JAMES A. 
DAUGHERTY of Webb City: I am 
going to vote right on the Jewish pags- 
port question. I am going to vote to 
make Russia be good. 

REPRESENTATIVE JAMES T. 
LLOYD of Shelbyville: In the matter 
of difference between the United States 
and Russia, every American citizen is 
deeply 
among our citizenship, and should not 
permit any discrimination against our 
people by other countries. No one is 
excluded from recognition in the United 
States because of his religious creed. 

It is the duty of our Government to 
protect its citizens not only at home 
but abroad, and to see that every other 
Government extcnds’ them the samé tm- 
partial recognition as is accorded them 
by the United States; and it should re- 
sent in the most positive manner any 
discrimination against its citizenship be- 
cause of creed or nationality by any 
foreign power.

by David Starr Jordan, is.a@ dis- 

cussion of the principles of eu- 
genics. “Eugenics,” he says, ‘“‘is the 
science and the art of being well-born.’’ 
He borrows the word and the idea 
from Francis Galton. He expounds a 
\theory of “‘the best blood.” On the 
first page, he explains human “‘person- 
ality’’ as arising ‘‘from the union of 
two germ cells.”" On page 125, he agrees 
with Doctor Amos C, Warner that 
one of the most important functions of 
‘true charity’’ is to “allow those who 
are unfit from heredity, to become ex- 
tinct with as little pain as possible.”’ 
He writes in the easy and graceful 
style with which Chesterton pleases tlie 
lovers of polished literary piffle. In 
this style, he presents the idea that in 
men and swine, personality arises from 
combining two germ cells. This com- 
bination, he thinks, should be controll- 
ed through science and art in breeding. 
If this is considered from the stand- 
point of those who have finally conclud- 
ed that human personality arises from 
the incarnation of a supernatural soul, 
all that David Starr Jordan writes ‘n 
this book may appear to the last de- 
gree bestial, worth considering only as 
evidence of that unfitness which should 
be allowed to ‘‘become extinct with as 
little pain as possible” in California 
and-elsewhere. The author is president 
of Leland Stanford University in Cal- 
ifornia (Am.

There 
ig no more important problem before 
the American people today than labor 
ynionism. The world is aflame now 
with a great wrong wrought in its 
name. Its development has been attend- 
ed by much evil, But the benefits it 
has rendered to that class of the human 
race that needed them most are infin- 
itely greater than the evjl it has done. 
It is only necessary to peruse Prof. Carl- 
ton's work to appreciate what unionism 
has meant to the laborer; also what a 
menace it may become when it degen- 
erates into a lawless engine of injustice 
and oppression. He holds no brief for 
either side, but sets forth the inexorable 
facts of history so that he wha runs 
may read the situation truly. 

The author believes that unionism is 
destined to merge with socialism. He 
writes: 

“The growth of class consciousness 
and the resort to political action are in- 
dicative of socialistic prociivities on the 
part of members of labor organizations. 
For years Socialists have constituted an 
important but energetic minority in 
many unions. Socialist delegates have 
repeatedly tried, but without success, 
to commit the American Federation to 
the policy of collective ownership of the 
means of production. In the 1900 meet- 
ing a resolution was introduced recom- 
mending that unionists carefully study 
the growth of trusts and monopolies 
with a view to nationalizing the same. 
The resolution was adopted, but not 
until the clause committing the Feder- 
ation to collective ownership was elimi- 
nated. Various resolutions have, how- 
ever, been passed by various state fed- 
erations of labor, by city central labor 
unions, and by nearly a score of na- 
tional and international unions, indorsing 
collective ownership and operation of 
means of production. * * * 

“The phrases of the Socialist are fre- 
quently upon the lips of the union man. 
A resolution of the United Mine Work- 
ers speaks of the ‘predatory rich’ who 
are ‘co-existent with countless thou- 
sands’ in poverty. The United Brewery 
Workmen, in their declaration of prin- 
ciples, use these words: ‘The few hun- 
dred owners take for themselves the

The cost of upkeep for any of the 
fields for these various sports would not be more 
than for golf. I think it would be better policy 
to push a general athletic field, running tracks, 
baseball diamonds, tennis courts, football fields, 
handball courts, etc., and leave golf, the most ex- 
pensive of sports, to rich men’s clubs. Golf is cer- 
tainly not a poor man’s game, as it costs from $8 
to $12 for clubs and a bag. Balls cost from 50 
cents to 75 cents apiece, and as many as three or 
four a day are lost by inexperienced players.

en take one teacup yellow cornmeal (I 
sake that put up in packages), two des- 
ert spoonfuls wheat flour, or a scant half 
cupful, add sufficient cornmeal to fill gecond | 
cup. Two level teaspoonfuls' of best baking 
powder added to meal and flour. 
teaspoonful salt—no sugar. unless you prefer 
it sweet—then add‘two teaspoonfuls or same 
amount Vermont maple syrup. Sift all the 
above at least twice or more through flour 
sifter. 
Half pint good thick sour cream, 
broken up. 
Place small pinch of baking soda, or lump 
size of a plump pea, in a dry teacup, to 
which add two teaspoonfuls boiling water, a8 
soon as dissolved pour immediately into sour 
cream and stir thoroughly; let stand while 
you break one egg into mixing bowl, and 
beat well. Stir cream again and add to 
the egg. and immediately pour in all the 
sifted meal, etc. Stir’ well, but if batter is 
inelined to be dry, add two $r three spoon- 
fuls of cold water, or sufficient to make a 
rather soft batter. Put extra water in 
bowl cream vas mixed in and none will be 
wasted. If cream its not extra rich and 
thick no water will be needed, providing 
cups of meal have not been heaped. 

Have ready heated and wel! greasted long 
pan, or gem pans. This amount nicely fills 
@ pan 7x11 inches. 

Pour batter into pan as quickly as possti- 
ble as soon as jit is smooth and free from 
dry lumps—does riot require beating. 

Bake in hot oven about twenty minutes, 
or until a golden brown. 

If greased baking pan is lightly sprinkled 
with dry meal it will prevent sticking, but 
to make sure, slightly wring cloth out of 
cold water and spread on sink board, slip 
pan on same as soon as taken from the oven 
and in a moment or two contents can be 
easily removed while piping hot. 

If properly made, the cornbread should not 
be crumbly, or dry, nor greasy. 

+S might add, we buy cream for the coffee 
so every drop of surplus is carefully saved 
until the required amount is on hand. By 
not breaking the different layers and kep- 
ing in a cold place tightly covered it will 
keep for a week or more.
